WASHINGTON. Nov. 4 — Sir 
John Boyd Orr, United Nations' 
food chief, warned today t h a t 
the world food crisis will last 
through 1949 and that “ long con­ 
tinued hunger in wide areas will 
result in increasing social and 
political unrest.” 
Sir John, director of the L\ N. 
food and agriculture organza- J 
tion, told the first meeting of the 
PAO council that adverse weath­ 
er this year has aggravated the 
food situation and that “ govern­ 
ments need to intensify their ef­ 
forts to improve and stretch the 
food supply.” He added: 
"There is no hope that the 
present shortage will end w i t h 
the 1948 harvest. Stocks are so 
low that even wuth a bumper 
cereal harvest 
in 
1948 many 
countries may be forced to con­ 
tinue bread rationing through 
1949.’*

NAN DIEGO, < al.-C alifornia * 
multi-million dollar fishing indus­ 
try, beset with some of the most 
serious difficulties in its history. 
has been turning to aviation for 
assistance tn a chais. 
The long-range tun* clippers, 
which may sail as far aa 10,000 
mile# on a single voyage, have be­ 
come veritable “aircraft earners.” 
In recent month# they have beer, 
leaving San Diego harbor 
vith 
p o n to o n -e q u ip p e d light planes 
snugly lashed to their deekz 
At 
sea, these craft are lowered into 
the w ater for takeoffs as scout* 
mf? ‘'eyes” m search of bait or 
tuna school*.
